statistics. 


New Brunswick in 1923 produced 
more coal than at any other time 
in her history. The output for the

Of March shipments 
amounting to 127,583 tons yalued 
at $9,756,530, the United States re- 
ceived 125,848 tons, valued at 9,- 
617,823. The only other Canadian 
exports of newsprint. of importance 
were 599 tons4o South Africa and 
1,037 tons to New Zealand. It’ is 
expected .that April shipments will 
show. an even greater proportion 
of consignments to the United 
States.
